ROADS TOTAL HUGE FUND FOR 
NEW EQUIPMENT TO HANDLE 
FALL TRAFFIC 


New York. April 6,— More than $1,- 
500.000.000 is being spent by railroad* 
of the United Slates for new equip­ 
ment to prevent possible paralysis of 
transportation this full. 
In announcing the appropriation of 
$1,540,000,000 for new engines, freight 
and passenger cars, trackage and oth­ 
er equipment, railroad executives a t-' 
tending the conference of the Am eri­ 
can 
Railway 
association 
here, 
an­ 
nounced adoption of a program to fa­ 
cilitate traffic movement until tile p eak ’ 
is passed this fall. 
Testifying to the m anner in which 
the *railroads rose to the emergency 
following the long strike of railroad 
shopmen and coal miners, the execu­ 
tives submitted*figures showing a rec­ 
ord breaking movement between July 
I, 1922, and March 17, 1923. 
More traffic was moved In these 37 
weeks than In any corresponding pc 
rf od in the history of the country, the 
«xecutives elated. 


CHIO WOMAN TALKS 
FOR 12 DAYS STRAIGHT 


Worthington, Ohio, April 6.—Suffer­ 
ing with "talking sickness," Mrs. Wil­ 
li a m Montgomery, aged 22, of Logan, 
Ohio, planned to submit to exam ina­ 
tion at Dr. George T. Harding's pri­ 
vate sanatorium here. 
Mrs. Montgom­ 
ery has been stricken with a malady 
which has caused her to talk inces­ 
santly since March 24. 
For IO days 
prior to that date she was a victim 
of short talking spells.

J condition followed a severe attack of 
influenza.

The moral forces of our country 
are needed as much today as were 
our arm ed forces in 1917. 
Moreover, in the face of these con­ 
ditions and our ow n experiences, and 
although the hope of universal peace 
lies in every heart, it m ust be said 
th a t no man is wise enough to for­ 
see the day w hen our

BELIEVED PROSECUTION WAS AT­ 
TEMPTING TO ‘ RAILROAD” 
ALLEGED COMMUNIST 
• 
(By United Pr**Hii) 
St. Joseph, April 6—Six jurors voted 
for acquittal of William Z. Foster, be­ 
cause they believed it appeared the 
prosecution was attem pting to "rail­ 
road" the alleged communist rather 
than prosecute him, Mrs. Minerva Ol­ 
son stated today. 


Mrs. Olson, the only woman on the 
jury, lead the faction of six which 
held out to the last for a decision of 
not guilty. 
The Jury was discharged after fail­ 
ing to reach an agreem ent In two days’ 
deliberations. 
“It was the duty of the 
state 
to 
prove F oster guilty 
not ours to find 
him guilty to satisfy public opinion,” 
she declared ii. an exclusive interview 
with the United Press. 
Foster's trial on charges of violat­ 
ing the Michigan syndicalist law was 
the most im portant tent of the com­ 
m unist movement in this country. 
Mrs. Olson, a grandm other in the 
early forties, was found "cleaning up" 
in her home after a two days' ab­ 
sence. 
"The state overplayed it* hand," sh* 
said, in finally breaking Die silence 
regarding deliberations of the jury. Al! 
juror* had previonsly refused to make 
any detailed statem ents. 
"Too much evidence was presented. 
We were swamped with weirds and 
lectures from m orning until night on 
communi*m. We heard little evidence 
with any direc t hearing on .w hether 
or not Foster was guilty e»r a crime 
"Also coupled with this was the be­ 
lief of myself and five other* that the 
setting of the prosecution with the 
great display of testimony by detec­ 
tives and under-cover men that it ap­ 
peared Foster 
was being railroaded 
rather than prosecuted." 
More than 40 ballot- were taken, all 
standing six to six, she revealed. 
"An hour after we started deliberat­ 
ing. we asked the foreman to inform 
the court that an agreem ent was hope­ 
less," the woman Juror revealed. 
"There was no common ground on 
which we could meet. 
“My own personal attitude toward 
the principles involved in the case are 
that the greatest freedom of speech 
should be allowed and that anyone 
has a right to advocate any doctrine 
that they wish, no m atter how absurd 
it may seem, so long as they do not 
advocate the use of 
violence. 
My 
grandfather fought in the revolution, 
whic h may account for some- of my 
views. 
Agitators have brought about 
all 
the 
progress 
achieved 
in 
the 
w orld’s history and I am for progress, 
not stagnation."
